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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-21,23,25,27 and 28 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest reference is Chau for the independent claim 15, with supporting 
evidence of flux of the membranes provided by Keifer. Chau teaches among others, 
sulfonic acid treated membranes, but the flux as taught by Chau falls short of the 
claimed flux of 15 GFD. The Keifer ref provides evidence that the Chau membrane 
does have fluxes comparable to that of the applicant's membrane. However, Kiefer fails 
to show whether the Chau membrane tested by Kiefer was sulfonic acid treated or not. 
Therefore, claim 15 and all other pending claims which depend form claim 15 are 
allowable.
